A lady in Chicago has just divorced 


her husband—the same one—for the 
third time. "To" have and to hold" in 
her case seems to depend upon how 
much the patient man is able to spend 
on renewing and breaking the inter- 
mittent bond. No doubt this arrange- 


' ment is more to be commended than 


swapping mates after each divorce, 
but it leads to a few obvious reflec- 
tions. 


In each case the lady won her di- 


vorce for cruelty. On one occasion she 
stepped over to the parson's on the 
day following the divorce to take up 
life again with the ogre she had paint- 
ed in all his vices to the court. Our 
present day interpretation of grounds 
for divorce in many states is a marvel- 
ous psychological incentive to 
the 


magnifying of petty grudges, the writ- 
ing down of passing quarrels in dia- 
ries, the raising of small neglects into 
mountainous offenses.

theory, for anybody who can afford to 
hire attorneys. 


This Chicago couple could just as 


well have settled their three spats at- 
home as in court. But as the law stood 
ready and eager to make mountains 
out of molehills, and to exaggerate in- 
to fearsome legal- misdemeanors the, 
tiffs most couples -tide-over by exer- 
cise of patience and a sense of humor, 
they have accepted these facilities and 
paid for them. The lady says it will be 
another man next time, but her case 
history justifies a fear that she ' will 
backslide and wind up her days by the 
side of the old Standby. The habit is 
too strong for her. 


Judge Lindsey wanted to improve^,

Walter C. Tcagle, president of the 


Standard Oil company of New Jersey, 
returning from a conference with for- 
eign oil men, reports that leaders of 
the world's petroleum • industry have 
come to agreement about a very im- 
portant matter. 


They realize, he says, that the future 


prosperity of the industry depends on 
the voluntary cooperation of produc- 
ers, large and small, to prevent over- 
production.

to write poetry. He had published 
•some -quite distinguished poems- in 
the magazines and even 
form. .'But everybody Tcrioiys _ that 
Poetry is a poor prop to depend on 
for a living. Moreover Bene't ac- 
quired a Wife and later two chil- 
dren. It was unreasonable for him 
to try to pay for house rent and 
beefsteak by means of his poems. 


So he tried a novel, although it 


Is plain that his heart is not in no- 
vel writing but in poetry. Never- 
theless, it has sometimes happened 
that a poet has made a lucky strike 
with a novel which has placed him 
on East 'Street. Benet probably had 
some such piece of luck in mind 
when he wrote it. 


But the novel was a dud, finan- 


cially speaking. 'it did not make the 
author rich or provide him with 
enough to keep the wolf from the 
door for any length of time. So he 
became a hegger. He had already 
written a part of "John Brpwn's 
Body" and he took it to a famous

himself and his wife and babies off 
to Italy where he could spend two 
years working on his poem without 
being forced to think of making a 
living. Tho long narrative poem, 
longer than the average novel, was 
finished just as the young man's 
money was giving out. Hardly a 
single one of his friends believed 
that it would be a financial success 
and the poet, after his, orgy of writ- 
ing, was facing the prospect of buck- 
ling down to bread-and-butter work 
for a living. 


But for once the miracle happen- 


ed. "John Brown's Body" was an in- 
stantatieous popular success. It has 
been selling like a popular novel. 
The faith of Benet in himself has 
been vindicated and the foundation 
that grubstaked him for a year or 
two has reason to congratulate it- 
self on is good judgment. 


But — the case of Stephen Bene't

OF PARENTS

A 


BOUT this time of year the 
question usually comes 
up: 


"Who i» responsible for" the be- 


havlor of children going to and from 
school—the school or the parent?" 


Irato citizens living on streets near 


school buildings are very likely to 
shake their fists under the nose» of 
school principals and teachers and 
denounce a lax supervision that per- 
mlts their lawns and flower beds to 
be tramped down, their sidewalks 
to be -marked with challt, their dogs 
chased, their property littered with 
papers or otherwise abused. 


PARENTS RESPONSIBLE 


The truth of the matter Is that 


school supervisors are not respon- 
sible for children after they are off 
school property. 
That I», to 
be 


strictly legal, after they have left 
the pavement belonging to school 
property. 


No one is responsible for what a 


child does en route to school or home 
except tlie parents- or guardian of 
that child. 


I think It behoves all parents to 


give their children a little course of 
instruction in behavior on the street, 
whether they are of the type that 
chalk up sidewalks or not. 


Most children are not deliberately 


destructive 
of property, but 
are 


merely careless. 
They throw away 


papers and candy wrappers without 
thinking twice about it. One wouldn't 
make so much difference,- but hun- 
dreds, each contributing his little bit, 
can make a street very unsightly. 


A LESSON IN CITIZENSHIP 
So It would be an act of real citi- 


zenship to tell children these things; 
not to throw any paper on streets 
or l/.wns or sidewalks, not even the 
smallest scrap: not to tramp on 
lawns or flower beds: not to touch 
shrubbery or flowers; not to throw 
stones or balls where they can do 
any damage; not to touch- automo- 
biles; not to write on steps or pave- 
ments^ And when, winter comes chil- 
dren should be warned about dan- 
gerous slides where people may get 
hurt, and about throwing snow-balls.

More than $35,000,000 have been 


sold to America 
during the past 


few months. It Is estimated that 
10,000,000 carats are now In Amer- 
ica. 


Since 1870. South 
Africa 
has 


been the center of the diamond in- 
dustry, although Brazil and India 
also yield a large supply. 
The 


lo'vyer Vaal and the Orange rivers 
are the most productive sources of 
alluvial or river diamonds, 
which 


are so numerous along some parts 
of the banks that 
they 
can be 


picked up as easily as pebbles. To 
prevent 
appropriation by visitors. 


or by rative workers, government 
restriction^ are severely 
enforced 


and 
a 
tnorough examination t Is 


made of everyone leaving the com- 
pounds on the diamond'fields. 


The bulk of fine diamonds, how- 


ever, is obtained from the hard bio- 
ish-green serpentinous rock known- 
as "blue ground" which is found in 
funnels or craters deep within the 
earth. The actual 
origin of the 


precious stone is mysterious. Chem- 
ically, Ht is similar to charcoal to 
which it can be reduced by combus- 
tion, but its physical properties are 
entirely different. Volcanic changes 
are presumed to be associated with 
its formation. 


Diamonds were first discovered in 


South Africa 
in 1867 by 
children 


who, 
while playing on the banks of 


the Orange river, picked up what 
they thought was a shiny pebble, 
and toyed with it for days before 
their mother noticed it and showed 
it as a curiosity to a neighbor. It 
was sent in an unsealed envelope 
to Dr. W. G. 
Atherstonc, a miner 


ologist in Grahamstone, who - iden- 
tified it. 


No one viewing a truckToad of 


diamantiferous ground brought lip 
through the shafts which connect 
the mine's tunnels with the surface, 
can tell whether 
the sensation of 


the world or only stone of minor 
value may be contained therein. 
The ground Is first fed through per- 
forated cylinders into shallow cyl- 
indrical troughs filled with water 
and equipped -with revolving tooth- 
ed arms which sweep the diamonds 
and other heavy minerals to 
the 


surface while the debris escapes 
from the center of the pan. •> 


The diamonds and other • miner- 


als are 
then passed over 
sloping 


tables where they are shaken to 
and fro under a stream of water 
which Induces a second separation 
of the precious stones from 
the 


other concentrates. Then the res- 
idue is washed down a sloping ta- 
ble thickly coated with grease. 


Diamonds have a peculiar affinity 


to grease and adhere to the table, 
while the other minerals .^re wash-' 
ed away. After being scraped off 
and the grease melted away, the 
gems are treated with a bath of 
hot causti- soda solution followed 
by a bath of hydrofluoric acid. They 
are thejn sort- d and valued for size, 
purity, color and shape, and 
ship- 


ped to Amsterdam or Antwerp for 
cutting: and polishing.
